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VBT to spend 
some $7.5 million 
on SHUVA

Van Buren Township is among the seven 
municipalities taking part in a $32 million 
improvement and bond refunding for the 
South Huron Valley Utilities Authority 
sanitary system. 

At its regular meeting on Jan. 21, the 
VBT board of trustees approved tax- 
exempt bonds to finance headworks and 
plant-wide repairs and improvements in an 
amount not to exceed $30,900,000 and to 
refund its outstanding 2010 sewer system 
improvement bonds in an amount not to 
exceed $1,100,000 to achieve debt service 
savings. 

The local unit’s share of payments is 
based on the weighted average of the last 
three calendar years’ flow percentage for 
each Local Unit served by the sewage 
disposal. 

Van Buren Township has 16.8% of the 
project, which brings an annual obligation 
from $291,460 to $378,020 from 2021 
through 2043, totalling about $7.5 million. 

Others are: 

e Brownstown Twp. - 23.8% 

e Flat Rock City - 16.5% 

e Gibraltar City - 11.9% 

e Huron Township - 15.1% 

e South Rockwood Village - 2.2% 

e Woodhaven City - 13.7% 

Each community has to approve the 
resolution for the bond project to move 
forward. 

The contract includes the pledge by each 
Local Unit of its limited tax full faith and 
credit as security for its obligations under 
the contract including payment of its share 
of debt service on the bonds. 

Each Local Unit will be required to levy 
ad valorem taxes on all taxable property 
within its boundaries to the extent to 
make the payments if other funds are not

VBT man honors memory of wife lost to thyroid cancer 


Jim Wigginton of Van Buren Township has 
always said he would go to great heights to 
remember his beloved wife, Nancy, and to 
spread the word about thyroid cancer and 
quality of life for cancer patients. 

True to his word, the businessman and 
adventurer recently made a parachute jump 
that has been certified by Guinness World 
Records. 

“She was just one of those energetic, 
happy, loving, kind people. If you met her 
once, you’d never forget,” said Wigginton, 
a managing partner in True North Equity, 
LLC. “I wanted to do something big, 
something that would honor her life and 
everything she went through.” 
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In her memory, Wigginton has made 
numerous skydives around the world, 
including one in Antarctica, and is on a path 
to climb the steps of the tallest building in 
each U.S. state. He and his son also walked 
the Camino de Santiago trail and ran with 
the bulls in Pamplona, Spain, in honor of 
Nancy. 

In October, he and tandem partner 
Arkadiusz Majewski made a tandem 
skydive from the height of 37,417 feet 
in Poland. Guinness World Records has 
certified it as the highest tandem parachute 
jump. “Officially amazing,” the Guinness 
representative said when she presented the 
certificate. 

In 2013, Wigginton established the 
Punya Thyroid Cancer Endowed Fund at 
Michigan Medicine and later gave gifts to 
establish professorships in her name at the 
University of Michigan Medical School. 
“Punya,” a derivative of the Polish word 
for “Mrs.,” was his nickname for Nancy. 


Nancy Wigginton was diagnosed with 
advanced thyroid cancer in 2007. She 
was treated at U-M by Megan Haymart, 
M.D., who is now the Nancy Wigginton 
Endocrinology Research Professor of 
Thyroid Cancer, and Francis Worden, 
M.D., who is now the Nancy Wigginton 
Oncology Research Professor of Thyroid 
Cancer. She enrolled in a variety of cancer 
studies at U-M, joined a thyroid cancer 
support group in Ann Arbor, and became 
a guiding presence of hope and comfort 
among the members. 

“We lived with cancer for seven years 
and, for quite a while, we were lucky to 
have a normal quality of life,’ Wigginton 
says. “But there came a point when she 
couldn’t do the things she loved anymore. 
My thought was that everyone is focusing 
on trying to cure cancer, but why not try for 
something more achievable? Why don’t 
we put some money into helping patients

Phil Wade earns ‘Master Pilot’ award from FAA Safety Team 


Phil Wade of Van Buren Township was 
presented The Wright Brothers “Master 
Pilot” Award at the FAA Aviation Safety 
Team Meeting Jan. 8 at Willow Run 
Airport. 

The award recognizes pilots who have 
“demonstrated professionalism, skill and 
aviation expertise by maintaining safe 
operations for 50 or more years.” 

Wade first soloed Dec. 22, 1969 on his 
16th birthday in a Cessna 150 at Hillsdale 
Airport and received his private pilot 
license in March 1971. 

Wade attended Western Michigan 
University on an Army ROTC scholarship, 
majoring in Aviation Engineering, earning 
his single and multi-engine commercial 


certificates as well as his instrument rating 
and Certified Flight Instructor certificate. 

Following graduation from Western 
and receiving his Army commission, he 
attended U.S. Army Flight School at Ft. 
Rucker, AL where he graduated at the 
top of his class and then remained at Fort 
Rucker as an instructor in the OH-58 Scout 
helicopter. In 1983, he left the Army and 
accepted a direct commission to the U.S. 
Coast Guard, flying the HH52A helicopter 
and the HU25A Falcon jet out of Air 
Station Cape Cod. 

In 1986, he opted to leave the active 
duty military and accepted a position as 
a corporate pilot with Masco Corporation 
back in Michigan.

Keystone Academy teachers, 
administrators list present salaries 


These are the teachers, administrators, 
and other staff members and their annual 
salaries as of Jan. 1, 2020 as reported 
by National Heritage Academies which 


operates Keystone Charter Academy 
located on Bemis Road in Sumpter 
Township. 


Teachers and administrators in the State 
of Michigan are required to be named and 
their wages listed for the state registry. 

These teachers and administrators 
working at Keystone Academy are hired 
and paid by National Heritage Academies 
in Grand Rapids. Under the law, NHA is not 
required to give out any more information 
than what is in the state registry listing. 

Keystone is a free, public school 
academy serving a current enrollment of 
768 students in grades Y5-8 and operating 


under a charter contract issued by an 
authorizing body — Bay Mills Community 
College. 

The Keystone Academy Board has 
entered into a services agreement with 
NHA, an educational service provider. 

Through this services agreement, NHA 
is responsible to provide for the day-to- 
day operations and staffing at the school 
including the school’s leadership team and 
teachers. Consequently, Keystone does not 
have any employees. 

Also, NHA, a private company, does not 
have to reveal individual benefits nor give 
any information on how much employees 
may or may not pay for benefits. NHA has 
sent along 38 pages of listings of benefits 
it offers.

Services Matt Best about her idea. Kmart 
is in VBT. She said they agreed to provide 
information on the area for her to give to 
Kroger. She said McNamara told her he 
would sign her petition. 

She reminded everyone that Kroger wanted 
to build at Hull and Sumpter roads not long 
ago, but it didn’t work out. Ban said to start, 
Jewell Butler of Sumpter Township gave 
a letter on the Kmart proposal to Kroger 
in Cincinnati. Ban said there is no major 
grocery store south of I-94 in this area and 
the Kroger on Whittaker Road is always 
packed. 

There is a real need for a grocery store to 
service all the rural homes, subdivisions and 
mobile homes in the area, she said. 

Ban reported McNamara said it’s “a real 
sound idea” and she said she probably 
would go to an upcoming VBT meeting to 
talk about it. She said it would be a shame 
for that empty building to turn into a U-Haul 
depot, as suggested by some.

available. 

The contract becomes effective for each Local 
Unit without a vote of the electors of each 
Local Unit unless a valid petition requiring 
an election on the question of entering into 
the contract is signed by not less than 10% of 
the registered electors of the Local Unit and is 
filed with the Clerk of the Local Unit within 45 
days after the publication of this notice. 

The notice for Van Buren Township is 
published in the Jan. 30 issue of the Belleville- 
Area Independent. 

Arrangements for the bonds are being 
handled by Miller, Canfield, Paddock and 
Stone, Detroit. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd, who represents 
VBT on SHUVA, said this is for plant 
improvements. She said spreading sewage on 
fields has become a problem and this will take 
care of that. 

Treasurer Budd said the Water and Sewer 
Department has reserves for these kinds of 
programs and if there was a cost to the township 
sewer customers, it would be minimal. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-seven- 
minute meeting, the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory of 
Police Officer Fred Sweet; 

e Approved extending the Inter-Governmental 
Agreement with the City of Belleville for 
emergency lockup and dispatch services for 
three years, with an optional fourth year if 
not terminated by either party) with a 2.5% 
increase for emergency services per year. The 
current agreement was set to expire in 2020. 
The new agreement runs from Jan. 1, 2020 
through Dec. 31, 2022, with total cost for 
each year $184,254, $188.860, and $193,582. 
Belleville was due to act on the agreement at 
its Jan. 27 meeting. Supervisor McNamara 
said the township’s assessor said they should 
raise the price 2% a year, but “we made it 
2.5% to be sure to cover our costs ... so they 
are paying their fair share”; 

e Approved the first reading of the rezoning 
of a strip of property at 8001 Haggerty Rd., 
owned by DTE, from C-1, general business, to 
M-1, light industrial, to clean up the zoning on 
the property. The second reading and approval 
is scheduled for the next regular meeting; 

e Approved purchase of four new trucks from 
Atchinson Ford to replace two trucks now in 
building and grounds (2007 and 2008 models) 
at a total cost of $61,646, and two trucks in 
water and sewer (2004 and 2005 models) at a 
total cost of $55,840; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointments 
of Charles Coleman, Kimberly Nofz, 
Tammy Wall, Danie Belanger, Todd O’Neill, 
and Denise Willoughby to the Recreation 
Committee with terms to expire Feb. 1, 2021; 

e Approved the supervisor’s appointments 
of Kennedy Plummer and Morgan Stuckey to 
the Recreation Committee with terms to expire 
Feb. 1, 2021. The two are 10th grade students 
at Belleville High School and will be getting 
graduation credit for their volunteer work. 
The positions are non-compensated and non- 
voting; 

e Approved the supervisor’s reappointments 
of Dolores Hogan, Mary Korgal, Patricia 
Sobecki, and Helen Wylie to the Endowment 
Committee with terms to expire Jan. 15, 2021; 

e Skipped over the agenda item noting 
Presentation of the Rotary Banner to the Board 
of Trustees because no one from the Rotary 
was present; 


e Heard Trustee Paul White ask about the 
$2,049.90 cost of a new oak lift-top desk for 
Supervisor Kevin McNamara’s office, as well 
as $1,655 for a conference table in his office, 
as reflected in the Prepaid Voucher List up 
for approval. “We are not a Beverly Hills or 
California community and shouldn’t be acting 
like we are,” Trustee White said. He also said 
McNamara shouldn’t be reimbursed for a 
two-hour parking fee of $25 without a proper 
receipt. He said two years ago Treasurer 
Budd denied him reimbursement for a $2.50 
fee for crossing the Mackinac Bridge for a 
meeting because he couldn’t find the receipt 
and the board decided those without receipts 
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wouldn’t be reimbursed. “You should suck it 
up and pay the $25,” he said. McNamara said 
he had a meeting with the department of roads 
downtown and he put his credit card in but 
got no receipt. He said he called the attendant 
over and asked for a receipt and he got what 
he turned in. Budd said that was a different set 
of circumstances than White’s missing receipt. 
She said McNamara’s assistant Dan Selman 
sent out an email explaining it all. “I wish you 
would call to ask before bringing it before the 
board to embarrass somebody,” Budd said; 

e Heard Trustee Reggie Miller ask about 
the furniture. McNamara said the township 
purchased new furniture for every office with 


furniture 25 years old. Trustee Miller said 
the cost was not out of range for furniture. 
McNamara said most all of the desks were 
thrown out because they were falling apart. 
Trustee Sherry Frazier said the school put 
extra equipment out for auction. McNamara 
said they saved all the chairs and the filing 
cabinets are being offereed to charities and if 
they don’t go, they will auction them. He said 
you could fill a Mason jar with screws from 
under the desks before they even started taking 
them apart; 

e Heard Trustee White say he will never 
vote in favor of another CIP program that the

board voted on last fall because, ““We didn’t 
know what was going on in the township.” 
He referred to amounts of money put forward 
for renovations without details.
